OF TWO EVILS AS 
DEADLINE NEARS 


Senate Yields on House 
Restrictions—Age 20 to 
26 Induction Ordered 
—Youths Still Must 


Register. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
Choosing it as the “lesser of two 
evils,” President Truman last 
night signed a bill extending the 
draft for 45 days but containing 
a bar against induction of fathers 
or teen-agers. 

Selective Service headquarters 
announced that induction calls for 
the present would be limited to 
men from 20 to 26, despite the fact 
the act as renewed permits the 
drafting of men through age 29. 

Truman faced the alternative 
either of signing the draft act 
with its restrictions or of letting 
the law expire at midnight. He 
affixed his signature just four 
hours before the deadline. 

Less than two hours earlier the

hours,

Gen, Omar N. Bradley, Veter- 
ans’ Administrator, declared today 
quacy of many employers’ on-th 
job training prOgrams for veterans 
was due in many cases to exces- 
sive pressure put on employers to 
institute such programs, even 
though they were not prepared to 
execute them. 

“Veterans’ agencies, and even 
veterans, desirous of receiving the 
$65 or $95 Government compensa- 
tion while training, have urged 
employers to establish this train- 
ing,” Gen. Bradley said. “In these 
cases | the results have not been 


Addressing the closing session 
of Veterans’ Employment Repre- 
sentatives at Hotel Coronado, 
Gen. Bradley discussed also the 
unemployment compensation paid 
newly returned veterans, which 
also has been criticized as an in- 
centive for them to avoid getting 
jobs immediately. 

“Many veterans are taking ad- 
vantage of this compensation to 
give them an opportunity to look 
around thoroughly before taking 
jobs,” he said. “They want to ex- 
amine. job possibilities with life- 
time benefits. This will,pay divi- 
dends in the long run because the 
men will be better placed. 

“It is important for the veteran 
to be well trained, well educated 
and well placed in his job, because 
when the depression hits, as I 
think it will, he will be better 
qualified to weather the storm. 
Since many of our future leaders 
will come from the ranks of vet- 
erans, the money spent by the 
Government for their education 
and training will pay good divi- 
dents.” 

More Jobs Needed Soon. 

Industry is faced with absorb- 
ing an estimated 3,000,000 veter- 
ans by early summer, Gen. Brad- 
ley said in a statement before go- 
ing to the meeting.

Confessions Obtained of 
Slaughter at Lagleize, 
Near Malmedy Where 


Similar Atrocity Took 
Place. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (UP)— 
The war crimes section of the 
War Department revealed today 
that. 200 American prisoners of 
War were massacred by Nazi 
storm troopers on the day before 
Christmas in 1944 at Lagleize, Bel- 
gium, during the Battle of the 
Bulge. 

A spokesman said the massacre 
was the war’s worst crime againfst 
American prisoners held by the 
Germans. It apparently took place 


just before American troops re- 
captured Lagleize. 

War crimes investigators, he 
said, obtained confessions from 
the perpetrators and statements 
from witnesses. The guilty now 
are in custody, he said. 

The massacre took place about 
10 miles from Malmedy, where 76 
American prisoners of war were 
murdered by Nazi storm troopers. 

74 Nazis on Trial. 

The trial of 74*members of the 
Sixth Panzer Army charged with 
the Malmedy atrocity is sched- 
uled to open tomorrow in Ger- 
many. The spokesman said that 
the same unit involved in the Mal- 
medy case is implicated in the 
Lagleize slaughter. 


Evidence in the Lagleize affair 
is expected to be brought out at 
the current trial. 

The first hint of the Lagleize 
massacre came from wounded 
German prisoners seized in a La- 
gleize castle. They revealed that 
the 200 American prisoners had 
been held in a building near the 
castle. They said the prisoners 
later “disappeared.” 

S. S. Colonel Accused. 

Two German privates told in- 

believed that. the 

S. S. panzer unit under the no- 

torious Col. Peiper ordered an 

artillery bombardment of the 

building where the prisoners were 

confined. Col. Peiper also is al- 

leged to have ordered the Mal- 
medy massacre. 

Military government forces im- 
mediately started an investigation 
which, the spokesman said, re- 
sulted in the confessions of the 
perpetrators. 

Investigators in the United 
States questioned discharged 
American soldiers who fought in 
the Lagleize vicinity.. They also 
obtained supporting evidence from 
prisoners of war held at Fort 
Meade, Md. 

Gen. Josef Deitrich, 54 years 
old, former chauffeur for Adolf 
Hitler, who became an §. 8. gen- 
eral, commanded the Sixth Panzer 
Army and is one of the de- 
fendants. He was in command of 
Hitler’s personal bodyguard 4di- 
vision and was decorated several 
times by the Fuehrer. Col. Peiper 
was in Deitrich’s command. 

Other defendants include Deit- 
rich’s chief of staff, Fritz Kramer, 
and Lt. Gen. Herman Preiss, corps 
commander.

BYRNES PROPOSAL 
FOR CONFERENCE 
ON GERMAN PEACE 
NOV. 12 REPORTED 


Suggestion Made That 
Representatives of Big 
Four Start Work at 
Once on Treaty Draft 
to Present to Session.

PARIS, May 15 (AP) — United 
States Secretary of State Byrnes 
proposed to the Foreign Minis- 
ters’ Council today that a confer- 
ence be called Nov, 12 to draft a 
peace treaty for Germany, an 
American informant said. 

In a session completely taken 
up with discussion of critical 
German problems, Byrnes pro- 
posed that representatives of 
Britain, Russia, France and the 
United States start meeting im- 
mediately to draw up a treaty 
draft for Germany which the for- 
eign ministers could present to 
the peace conference, the inform- 
ant said. 

If the date of Nov. 12 is 
adopted, the peace conference 
would convene on the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the opening 
session of the 1921 Washington 
disarmament conference ahd 28 
years and a day after the 1918 
armistice. : 

Byrnes was reported to have 
proposed that the foreign min- 
isters’ representatives first report 
on the economic status of Ger- 
many to the Foreign Ministers’ 
Council at their next meeting, 
possibly June 15. 

Byrnes’s three colleagues, the 
foreign ministers of Russia, 
France and Britain, said they 
wanted to study the proposal be- 
fore committing themselves. 

French Demand Discussed. 

The three-hour meeting today 
began with George Bidault, 
French foreign minister, present- 
ing France’s demand for complete 
separation of the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land from Germany and for 
French control of the Saar.

times France has had to fight 
Germany, Bidault said economic 
measures to control these terri- 
tories were not enough, that there 
must be political separation 

(The United Press said Byrnes 
proposed that the foreign min- 
isters appoint a special commis- 
sion of deputies to study the whole 
question of Germany in an effort 
to do away with economic boun- 
daries between the occupation 
zones. 

(The dispatch said Byrnes im- 
plied that if the *economic zonal 
boundaries in Germany were not 
abolished, the United States might 
be forced to halt the dismember- 
ing of plants in the American zone 
in order to produce sufficient ex- 
ports to pay for American imports 
into’ Germany). 

It appeared, meanwhile, that 
the current conference might 
wind up its work tomorrow with- 
out basic agreement on peace 
treaties.

TRUMAN ASKS FOR REPORT 
FRIDAY ON CARRIER DISPUTE 


Unions and Lines Resume Negotiations After 
White House Meeting—No Change at 


Session 


Today. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
Government hopes increased 
slightly today for a settlement of 
the threatened railroad strike be- 
fore the walkout deadline Satur- 
day. 
President Truman’s personal in- 
tervention, followed by resumption 
of negotiations at his request and 
reports of “some progress,” did 
much to bolster the guarded op- 
timism. 

The negotiators recessed after a 
brief “no progress” session today. 
They arranged another meeting 
later in the day. 

There wag apprehension over 
the effects of any nationwide 
strike by 250,000 engineers and 
trainmen. With the country atill 
facing the soft coal stoppage, the 
impact of a general rail tie-up 
could do {ncalculable damage. 

Truman sent representatives of 
the unions and railroads back to 
their negotiating after White 
House conferences yesterday. The 
disputants met until nearly mid- 
night last night, reported some 
progress and the White House has 
asked them to report on Friday. 

In getting negotiations resumed, 
Truman held three separate con- 
ferences. First he saw A, F. Whit- 


‘ing a wage increase of $2.50 a day 
,against $1.28 granted by arbitra- 


ney, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, and Alvan- 
ley Johnston, head of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers. 

These two were followed by rep- 
resentatives of the switchmen, 
firemen and conductors unions. 
Finally came President J. J. Pelley 
and other officers of th* Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, 

In Cleveland it was reported 
that the first indication that 
Railroad Brotherhoods may agree 
to operate the lines if they are 
seized by the government came 
today as workers on the Illinois 
Central, under government control 
since last fall, were ordered by 
their unions not to strike Satur- 
day, Observers interpreted this 
to indicate that the brotherhoods 
would also agree to operate the 
rest of the nation’s roads if 
President Truman seizes them to 
prevent a strike, as he said he 
would do last week. 

All five brotherhoods are seek- 


tion and fact-finding boards, but 
only the trainmen and engineers 
have set a strike, Working rules 
also are involved. 


NYLON TIE-IN SALES 
HAVEN’T A LEG TO 
STAND ON, SAYS OPA 


Nylons sell themselves, but they 
must not be made to sell other 
merchandise, the Office of Price 
Administration ruled today. An 
OPA regulation, to which atten- 
‘tion of retailers was called today, 
states that the much desired hose 
must not be used as a bait for 
sale of slower-moving goods, by 
“tie-in” methods, 

Such a plan, QPA says, may 
relieve merchants of goods which 
would otherwise linger on their 
shelves; but it really amounts to 
requiring nylon buyers to pay 
more than the ceiling price. 

“If these methods were per- 
mitted,” an OPA official ex- 
plained, “it- would soon be impos- 
sible to get a pair of nylons with- 
out taking furniture, or liquor, or 
some article that the dealer hap- 
pended to be stuck with.” 

So, until they are modeled on 
the shapely limbs of their buyers, 
nylong must stand alone. 


NEW YORK MEAT SHOPS CLOSE 
IN FIGHT ON BLACK MARKET 


Owners Protesting Against Jnabil- 
ity to Buy at Cellings, Threat- 
en to Picket Open Markets. 

NEW YORK, May 15 (UP) — 
One thousand retail butcher shops 
in New York City were locked 
today and their owners voted 
they would not reopen them “until 
we break the back of the black 
market.” 

They threatened to picket every 
butcher shop in New York City 
which remains open, 

The closing was in_ protest 
against the inability of the retail- 
ers to purchase supplies of meat 
from wholesalers at regular ceil-

N. B. C. Head Says Some 
of Ads Are Like Rivet- 
ing Machine in Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 


NEW YORK, May 15 (INS)— 
Niles Trammell, president of the 
National Broadcasting Co., told 
radio advertisers yesterday that 
they owe it to their listening audi- 
ences to improve their commer- 
cial announcements. 


Some of the present-day com- 
m. clals, he asserted, fit into ra- 
dio shows “the way a riveting 
machine would fit into a sym- 
phony orchestra.” 

Freedom of enterprise and ex- 
pression and freedom from Gov- 
ernment control of programs have 
given this country the finest, best 
balanced radio program service in 
the world, Trammell told the Pro- 
prietory Association of America. 

The broadcaster, he said, should 
be obecient to the dictation of 
public opinion and not that of a 
Government bureau. 

“By the very nature of his busi- 
ness,” Trammell said, “every 
broadcaster is extremely sensitive 
to the tastes and wishes of the 
listening audience. Those tastes 
and wishes are his surest guide 
to success in rendering a genuine 
public service.” 

A: for commercial announce- 
ments on the air, Trammell said: 

“If advertisers and agencies will 
put as much brains and imagina- 
tion and creative ability into the 
commercial as they put into the 
show itself, the audience will en- 
joy listening to one as much as 
the other- 

“In our policy code we set def- 
inite limits on the amount of time 
allowed for commercial announce- 
ments in quarter-hour, half-hour, 
and full-hour programs. Those

F. McGrady said, however, he 
would not term the discontinu- 
ance of the meetings a “collapse 
in negotiations.” 

McGrady said he and Special 
Conciliator Paul W. Fuller pro- 
posed the indefinite recess and 
that both sides agreed to return 
at their call. 

Neither McGrady nor Fuller ex- 
plained what had prompted their 
call for a recess but there was 
speculation that the action pre- 
saged some new Government 
move. The conciliators left the 
conference room to report to Sec~- 
retary of Labor Schwellenbach. 

Lewis and Charles O'Neill, 
spokesman for the operators, were 
to see President Truman later in 
the day. O'Neill told reporters 
that he had no immediate plans 
to go to the White House. gi

AMERICAN STAND 
IN KOREAN TALKS 


Says U.S. Representa- 
tives Tried to Open 
Path to Power for Re- 
actionaries. 


By REMBERT JAMES. 

MOSCOW, May 15 (AP)—The 
Government newspaper Izvestia 
charged today that American rep- 
resentatives at the recent meeting 
of the joint Russian-United States 
Commission for Korea had tried 
to open a path for reactionaries to 
capture power over the Korean 
people. ; 

The meeting broke down after 
six weeks, it said, because the 
Americans failed to show an un- 
derstanding of the meaning of the 
Korean decisions reached at the 
Moscow conference of the foreign 
ministers last December. One of 
these decisions called for a four- 
power five-year trusteeship over 
Korea. 


A 3000-word article signed 
“B. K.” was the first comprehen- 
sive account in the Soviet press 
about the meetings, which started 
March 20. 

It said the Americans had pro- 
posed calling off the meeting 
after a deadlock developed over 
their proposal for ending the So- 
viet-American zonal demarcation 
line at the thirty-eighth parallel 
and of unifying Korea economic- 
ally. 

The Soviet delegation rejected 
the proposal on the ground that 
“such a question would have to be 
raised first and discussed by the 
Koreans themselves and their pro- 
visional government after its for- 
mation, and that the joint com- 
mission lacks authority to engage 
in questions about the economic 
unification of Korea.” 

The American delegate, Lt. Gen. 
John Hodge, made a speech April 
27 showing that he wrongly in- 
terpreted the Moscow decision 
about the participation of demo- 
cratic elements in the formation 
of a provisional Korean govern- 
ment, Izvestia continued. It 
termed this speech “a stimulation 
and direct counsel to reactionary 
parties to take the path of vio- 
lating the consulative conditions 
with the joint commission.” 


Hodge Suspends Korean Paper for 
3-Week Period. 

SEOUL, May 15 (AP)—Lt. Gen. 
John R. Hodge today suspended 
the Dai Dong press from publica- 
tion for three weeks. The Ameri- 
can occupation commander told 
the daily that “in spite of repeated 
specific warnings over a period of 
several] weeks” it had “signally 
failed to show: an understanding 
of its responsibilities as a member 
of the fraternity of the press.” 

Hodge warned the paper that it 
must show “better international 
and local manners” on resumption 
or “I shall suspend publication al- 
together.” 

He said “it has been my fixed 
purpose to foster freedom of the 
press” in his southern Korea oc- 
cupation zone, “However, I regret 
to state that some organs of the 
press of various shades of opinion 
frequently abused their rights, 
slandered members of the Allied 
nations, violated elementary rules 
of libel and on occasion tried to 
incite the public to hatred and 
violence, including murder, and 
praised attempts at murder.” 

He warned other “offending or- 
gans which are abusive, libelous 
or inaccurate in their reporting 
and editorials.” 


RELEASED RED ARMY MEN 
RETURNING TO CIVILIAN LIFE 


MOSCOW, May 15 (AP)—The 
vanguard of several million Red 
Army men who will be demobi- 
lized between now and Septem- 
ber have begun to arrive in Mos- 
cow and other large cities of the 
Soviet Union. Special food ration 
bureaus, clothing stations and em- 
ployment agencies have been set 
up to take care of the new ar- 
rivals.

These aggressive economic 
policies lead to aggressive foreign 
policies. Aggressive foreign poli- 
cies lead to war.”

Raeder, at 70 the oldest of the 
Nazi war crimes defendants,

Prosecutor Thomas Dodd said 
that in view of the situation he 
must ask that Puhl be held in 
the Nuernberg prison for the time 
being, rather than returning to 
Baden Baden where he had been 
in French custody, and the prose- 
cution would study the desirabil- 
ity of perjury action against him. 


BRITISHDEFERDECISION 
ON PALESTINE REPORT 


LONDON, May 15 (AP)—The 
Government announced today that 
it would defer decision on the 
British-American Pajestine Com- 
mittee’s report until it had con- 
ferred with leaders of both Arabs 


and Jews and consulted with the 
United States. 


“This procedure is in accordance 
with pledges given by His Majes- 
ty’s government when the forma- 
tion of the committee was an- 
nounced,” the Foreign Office said. 
It noted that the United States 
also had promised to consult Arab 
and Jewish leaders. 

The committee’s report recom- 
mended among other things imme- 
diate authorization for the admis- 
sion of 100,000 Jews to Palestine. 

In Jerusalem the Arab Higher 
Committee decided to send a 
“very strong” protest to the Brit- 
ish High Commissioner against 
the immigration of Jews and to 
ask for dissolution of the Jewish 
Agency, charging it assisted il- 
legal immigration and therefore 
was “the source of trouble in Pal- 
estine.” :

FRANCO ASSERTS 
SPAIN NOW HAS NO 
POLITICAL ISSUES 


He Says ‘Everyone 
Knows Who Threatens 
World, but None Pro- 
nounces That Name.’ 


MADRID, May 15 (AP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco, de- 
fending his government before a 
cheering Cortes (parliament) last 
night, asserted that Spain’s prob- 
lems were her own and not those 
of other states. 

“T deny that there are any po- 
litical problems in Spain to be 
solved,” Franco said. “We have 
solved our political problems with 
our blood and our effort.” 

(The United Nations Security 
Council in New York, through a 
special subcommittee, is now col- 
lecting evidence on a charge by 
Poland that Spain is a threat to 
world peace), 

“Everyone knows who threat- 
ens the world, who conspires, who 
threatens other countries, but 
none pronounces that name,” 
Franco said. “None now 
of Finland, of the German-Rus- 
sian pact, of the Baltic states. It’s 
only Spain that constitutes world 
danger.” 

“Great politi¢al problems are 
still being debated in many coun- 
tries which took part in the great 
conflict and whose regimes are 
incapable of solving the urgent 
difficulties accumulated,” Franco 
added. 

“Spain solved and arranged her 
difficulties seven years ago and 
. . Ils developing through suc- 
cessive stages with rigorous ex- 
actitude.” 

Franco made a veiled reference 
to the monarchy question when 
he said his government, like a 
building, was erected from the 
foundation up and that “we will 
finish this building when we are 
not pushed from the outside.” 

Among those who attended the 
Cortes session were United States 
Charge d'Affaires Philip W. Bon- 
sal and British Ambassador Sir 
Victor Mallet. The speech was 
broadcast throughout Spain. 

Franco said it was aradox- 
ical” that “Communist” Poland 
should attack “Catholic” Spain.

The flour situation shaped up : 


this way: 

On May 1 mills were required to 
cut their stocks to a 21-day sup- 
ply. Few if any have been able to 
obtain wheat in the meantime 
because the government is offer- 
ing farmers a bonus of 30 cents a 
bushel above the ceiling price— 
which is the top legitimate price 
millers may offer. 


The 1946 wheat crop wilt not 
start moving to market in any 
bulk until July. 


Some mills already have closed 
and a survey last night indicated 
many others will close or curtail 
operations sharply. 


This prospect posed two prob- 
lems for the government: 1. Will 
flour stocks on hand be sufficient 
to supply consumers until the new 
wheat crop becomes available, and 
2. Should the Government divert 
some of the famine-relief wheat it 
is buying to American mills in or- 
der to keep them operating until 
the new harvest. 

Flour and Domestic Need. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son is studying these problems. 
Chester C. Davis, chairman of 
President Truman’s famine emer- 
gency committee, told an _ inter- 
viewer that he believes supplies 
of flour now in distribution chan- 
nels will be sufficient to meet do- 
mestic needs on the basis of con- 

Mption recommendations of his 
mittee until new wheat be- 
comes available. 


The committee’s consumption 
standard calls, however, for vol- 
untary use of 40 per cent less 
wheat products than before the 
food emergency arose. Davis said 
surveys indicate that about one 
out of three consumers is not at- 
tempting to comply with the “eat- 
less-bread” program. 

(The United Press said that Da- 
vis also reported that his com- 
mittee believes the Government 
should start considering the possi- 
bility that it may have to restore, 
meat rationing sometime in the 
future. He based his statement 
on the impending reduction of 
grain for livestock feed.) 


The famine committee chair- 
man, a former war food adminis- 
trator, approved a program an- 
mounced by Anderson yesterday 
for controlling the use and dis- 
tribution of the 1946 wheat crop. 

That program will mean con- 
tinued skiriping on bread, meat, 
beer and whisky for the next 13% 
months to help feed hungry peo- 
ple abroad. The bread will con- 
tinue to be “dark” and it may 
come in smaller loaves. 

Even with the slashes in domes- 
tic consumption, Anderson fig- 
ured that experts of wheat to 
famine areas will drop from 
around 400,000,000 to 250,000,000 
bushels.

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Music Made Part of Action, and Performance 
Is Vitalized Despite Vast Reaches of 
Auditorium. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
Bizet’s “Carmen,” the perennial 
operatic favorite of all nations 
and all peoples, came to life again 
last night in the Convention Hall 
of Kiel Auditorium. It was the 
second production in the Metro- 
politan Opera Company’s series 
of three being presented in St. 
Louis, and it was attended by a 
capacity audience tabulated at 
10,085. 
The appeal of “Carmen” being 
elementary and universal any sort 
of performance that offers the in- 
cidents of the plot in a clear and 
connected series is likely to prove 
absorbing to an audience. The 
particular virtue of last night’s 
production lay in the fact that its 
dramatic aspect was consistently 
pointed up. Its essential moti- 
vation was kept to the fore, the 
line of action was continuous, and 
an atmosphere rich in color and 
detail was built up by numerous 
devices of imaginative staging. 
The music, too, was made a part 
of the action so much so that one 
could listen to it for its own sake 
without losing the thread of the 
narrative. 

Close Knit Production. 
The performance therefore 
fulfilled the true function of the 
lyric stage despite its bigness of 
scale and the vast spaces that 
had to be conquered. Indeed the 
production as a whole was more 
vitalized and more closely knit 
than many that have been given 
in the Metropolitan’s Broadway 
home. 
Much of the credit goes to De- 
sire Defrere, the stage director, 
and to Wilfred Pelletier the con- 
ductor, who kept his orchestra in 
strict abeyance to the stage. With- 
in this framework there was less 
sheer expressiveness to the mnusic 
than on other occasions. And 
much the same thing may be said 
of Rise Stevens’ interpretation of 
the name role. 
It is a relatively new role for 
Miss Stevens, which may account 
for the fact that all her energies 
seemed directed toward giving 
the character human validity. If 
this was her purpose she suc- 
ceeded admirably. She did not 
rely on the usual rolling eyes and 
swinging hips, and she was not 
content with a mere surface in- 
dication of animal magnetism. 
The portrait was worked out in 
perspective and in detail, and it 
was possible to believe in Car- 
men not only as an embodiment 
of elementary passion but as an 
individual of strong character 
who insisted on living her life. on 


her own terms and who was ready 
to take the consequences. 
Vocal Beauty Sacrificed. 

In using her voice to enforce 
this characterization she some- 
times sacrificed vocal beauty, a 
considerable loss in her case since 
her opulent voice is one of the 
primfe assets of the Metropolitan. 
One may suppose that she will 
work out a technique of preserv- 
ing tone and phrase without dis- 
sipating the varied thrust of her 
characterization, Certainly with 
her appearance, her voice and her 
demonstrated emotional range, 
she can hope to become one of 
opera's great Carmens. 

Raoul Jobin’s Don Jose was ag- 
gressive and vocally unimpaired. 
A little more relaxation might 
have made his impersonation 
more rounded in its effect. Even 
so he was thoroughly convincing. 
His singing was _ artistically 
shaped by significant phrasing 
and accent, the tone quality was 
clear and virile. 

Because of the indisposition of 
Robert Merrill, the role of Esca- 
millo was undertaken by Hugh 
Thompson, a young American who 
looked a little too boyish for the 
part and who succeeded only in 
creating a tentative outline of the 
character. His voice had power 
and an agreeable trumpet-like res- 
onance, though his production was 
not consistently good. 


Delicate, Poignant Singing. 

The supreme vocal achievement 
of the evening was that of Licia 
Albanese who sang the role of 
Micaela. The fragile texture of 
her voice sometimes takes on a 
slight edge, but in the two arias 
sung last evening there was never 
the slightest evidence of forcing. 
It was all unbelievably delicate 
and poignant— unbelievable be- 
cause it was so gracefully con- 
trived and still was so far-reach- 
ing. 

Lorenzo Alvary, a familiar fig- 
ure to St. Louis, made an impor- 
tant contribution to the general 
effect with his painstaking and 
detailed working out of the part 
of Zuniga. Thelma Votipka and 
Lucielle Browning were also suc- 
cessful accessories to the occasion 
in the roles of Frasquita and 
Mercedes. 

The ballet scenes were much 
more atmospheric than in “Tann- 
hauser” and the chorus sang with 
spirit and precision. It was in 
brief, a performance well within 
the upper limits of Metropolitan 
potentialities and the audience 
seemed delighted.

The slayers escaped, and 
Fresina, a notorious extortionist, 
was subsequently murdered. 

Spicuzza was formerly the friend 
and business associate of Charles 
Palmisano, murdered in a gang 
war in November, 1927. Several 
weeks after the killing, Spicuzza 
was arrested for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. He was freed of 
the charge after a policeman tes- 
tified he understood Spicuzza’s 
life had been threatened and he 
carried the weapon for protection. 
During the gang war period Spi- 
jouzza signed $246,700 in common- 
law bonds for Sicilian and Cuckoo 
gangsters, police records of that 
period showed.

In the opinion of the American 
policy makers, an answer is not 
far to seek. An adequate answer 
is comprised, in fact, in a single 
experience of John Cabot, Ameri- 
can charge d'affaires at Buenos 
Aires. Shortly after the Argentine 
election, Cabot was distinctly sur- 
prised to be summoned to a priv- 
ate interview with the new Ar- 
gentine dictator, Col. Juan Peron. 


The Blackmailer. 


After the publication by the 
State Department of the record 
of his Nazi connections, Peron’s 
relations with our embassy had 
been understandably strained. He 
received Cabot, however, in a 
spirit more of sorrow than of 
anger. 

Speaking the peculiar Fascist 
lingo, he declared that he could 
see no good “geopolitical” rea- 
son for future tension between 
his nation and ours. There were, 
he said, natural sympathies be- 
tween the two peoples. He him- 
self had been impressed by the 
“Nordic Aryanism” of Gen. 
George Howard Brett, who had 
been to Buenos Aires on a War 
Department mission. 

Furthermore, he went on, his 
study of “geopolitics” convinced 
him that war was inevitable be- 
tween the United States and the 
Soviet Union, and it was “na- 
tural geopolitically” that in this 
conflict the Argentine should 
be allied with the United 
States, 

Here, one suspects, a crocodile 
tear dropped from the Colonel’s 
eye, to underline and emphasize 
his next remarks. 

He continued that his ardent 
desire to join the United States 
in an anti-Soviet struggle would 
of course be frustrated if the 
State Department, by attacking 
and opposing him, forced him to 
seek other friends. And where, 
to be sure, would he find these 
friends except in the Soviet com- 
mission, already in Buenos Aires, 
and exhibiting toward him every 
mark of amiability and consid- 
eration? : 

On this note the fantastic con- 
versation closed. Cabot dryly 
ended his report, “No comment.” 

An open flirtation with the 
Soviet commission is now going 
on. 

This episode alone should sug- 
gest that even in the most cold- 
blooded terms, it might not be 
good business to enter into the 
kind of deal the Soviets want. 
The desired deal is simple. In 
exchange for permitting the Soviet 
Union to “take” Europe and Asia 
as its zone of influence, we should 
“take” the Western Hémisphere 
and the Pacific islands. 

But what should we get for the 
taking? 

The Agent. 

In seeking to answer that ques- 
tion, there are other data which 
also deserve to be considered. At 
Havana, for example, the Soviet 
Government now maintains an 
active center of political penetra- 
tion throughout Central and 
South America. The Soviet em- 
bassy in Cuba requires a staff of 
30 to protest the interests of the 
single Soviet citizen resident in 
that country. 

The major share of the task 18 
done, moreover, by an unofficial 
Soviet headquarters maintained by 
a certain Fabio Grobart. “This fig- 
ure from a Hitchcock film, who 
was probably born a Pole but has 
carried half a dozen passports, is 
now well known to be the channel 
for orders to Soviet agents and 
top Communists in this hemis- 
phere. Apart from Mexico and 
Cuba, he has been directing major 
efforts in Brazil, Chile, Colombia 
and Costa Rica. 

Furthermore, the attack on 
“Yankee imperialism” is the most 
prominent feature of the party 
line. Our opposition to Peron was 
denounced as “imperialist” by 
Communist parties all over South 
America. 

Incidents are even manufac- 
tured to make anti-American feel- 
ing, as in the recent case of a 
riot at Rio de Janeiro, ostensibly 
caused by an attack on a Brazilian 
girl by American sailors. Inves- 
tigation disclosed, beyond a 
shadow of a doubt, that the whole 
affair was the work of agents 
provocateurs. It is significant 
that the agents in question were 
Communists and Syndicalists 
(Brazilian fascists) working to- 


gether. 
to Bed-Rock. 

All. these facts only serve to 
prove one simple rule. 

Again, in the most cold-blood- 
ed terms, it might even be 
worth abandoning the rest of 
the western world to its fate, if

MUKDEN, Manchuria, May 15 

SECRET agreement between 
A Soviet Army officials and 

Chinese Communist leaders 
for joint action during.the Rus- 
sian occupation of Manchuria has 
been revealed in high Chinese 
quarters. The accord is, supposed 
to have been signed at the Soviet 
high command here, but its ten 
provisions have been only partly 
carried out. 

The agreement between the two 
Communist armies followed close- 
ly on Russia’s pledge in late De- 
cember to have all Red Army 
troops withdrawn from this coun- 
try by Feb. 1. 

Summarized, the agreement is 
as follows: 


1. The Soviets promised to as- 
sign 5000 men and officers to help 
the Eighth Route Army with tech- 
nical guidance and medical aid. 
The Soviets also agreed, on de- 
parting, to leave a few Army 
technicians behind in plain 
clothes, disguised as sovietized 
White Russians. 

2. The Soviets pledged to give 
the Communist Army, which had 
entered Manchuria with Soviet 
consent, training in interrupting 
railroads and also to furnish ex- 
plosives. 

Pledge on Railroad. 

3. The Chinese Communists 
pledged that the troops under Gen. 
Li Yung-chang would renew their 
efforts to interrupt the Tientsin- 
Shanhaikwan railroad where 
United States Marines had been 
stationed to maintain traffic and 
protect vulnerable points such as 
bridges. 


4. The Soviets pledged to pro- 
vide 20 armed patrol boats to 
monitor ship traffic entering the 
Yellow Sea between Chefoo and 
Dairen, with special reference to 
American Navy transports bring- 
ing Nationalist troops intended for 
Manchurian duty. 

5. The Chinese Communists 
agreed to organize groups to make 
airfields unusable, to guard 
against any sudden airborne in- 
vasion by the Nationalists. The 
Communists agreed to begin this 
part of the joint defense of Man- 
churia on Jan. 19, if the Russians 
furnished the materials. 

6. The Communists pledged not 
to surrender any Manchurian sea- 
ports to the Nationalist Army. 

This provision was apparently 
made because the Communists 
first received Yingkow from the 
Russians and fired on American 
landing craft attempting to put 
the Nationalists ashore there. 
Later, however, the Communists 
withdrew, leaving Yingkow unde- 
fended and the Nationalists took 
the port. The Communist army, 
purposely, at Russian suggestion, 
then retook Yingkow, which only 
recently has been again recov- 
ered by the Nationalists. Since 
Amesican Navy orders forbade 
landing in Communist ports, the 
Communist presence at. Yingkow 
automatically closed it.

7. The Chinese Communists con- 
sented, in anticipation of their 
eventual control of Manchuria, 
that 3,0000 soldiers of the Chinese 
wing of the Soviet Army—who 
earned their favored status by 
fighting against the Japs in the 
prewar Siberian skirmishes — 
should establish a permanent base 
in Hsingan province near Man- 
chouli and Hailar, in northwest 
Manchuria. Ten thousand such

Holding Talks 


On Pacific Islands Each Claims

Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson officially disclosed yes- 
terday that talks were under way 
between Washington and London 
—evidently as part of the post- 
war negotiations undertaken by 
the government to create a per- 
manent chain of land, sea and air 
bases in the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Acheson’s disclosure followed a 
White Housé announcement that 
Adm, William D. Leahy, President 
Truman’s personal chief of staff, 
is to fly to London today to ar- 
range for final withdrawal of a 
“comparative few” American 
troops remaining in New Zealand, 
Australia, the Dutch East Indies, 
Malaya and India. 

The minor nature of the mission 
contrasted sharply with the im- 
portance of Leahy’s position as 
one of the foremost military men 
operating under direct orders 
from the President. Hence there 
was immediate speculation as to 
whether the real purpose of the 
trip had been disclosed. 

Army officials said there are 
no American troops remaining in 
New Zealand, only 336 in Aus- 
tralia, 1928 in New Guinea and 
small nearby bases, none in Ma- 
laya, and 1500 in India and 
Burma.

COSMIC RAY TEST PLANE 


TO FLY FROM U. S. TO EQUATOR 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
Col. A. E. Key of Meridian, Miss., 
will pilot a B29 flying laboratory 
which will test cosmic ray effects 
from the Canadian border to the 
equator, the National Geographic 
Society announced today. 
Starting next Monday from 
Wright Field, O., the plane will 
make four round trips. It will 
stop at Elgin Field, Fla., and the 
Canal Zone. 
At altitudes ranging from one 
to seven miles crew members will 
measure intensity of the cosmic 
rays and their effect on undis- 
closed chemicals and metals which 
may be used in development of 
long range guided missiles.

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B.29 SETS ALTITUDE 
MARK OF 8 1-3 MILES 
WITH 4400-LB. LOAD 


TOKYO, May 15 (AP)—A B-29 
piloted by Col. E. D. Reynolds of 
Beaumont, Tex., set a new world 
load-to-altitude record Monday at 
Guam when it carried a payload 
of 2000 kilograms (4400 pounds) to 
an altitude of 44,200 feet, or 
slightly more than eight and one 
third miles. 

The announcement was made 


today by headquarters of the Pa- 
cific air command of the United 
States Army (PACUSA). 


It was the fourth load-altitude 
record established this month by 
B-29s of PACUSA. 


The previous record in the 2000- 
kilogram load category was estab- 
lished in September 1936 by VVlati- 
ea Kokkinski of Russia at 36,105

The three other records set at 
Guam in PACUSA’s marathon 
project, directed by Col. C. §. Ir- 
vine, are: 


Capt. Arthur A. Pearson of Tuc- 
son, Ariz., took a B-29 to 39,360 
feet with 10,000 kilograms May 8. 
Col. Beverly Warren of Plain- 
view, Tex., piloted the same ship 
with a 15,000-kilogram load to 37,- 
400 feet May 11. 

Warren’s flight also smashed 
the world record for maximum 
load taken to an altitude of 2000 
meters, set by Maj. C. V. Haynes, 
who in 1939 took an experimental 
B-15 to 6562 feet with 31,162 
pounds. Warren’s load was about 
34,000 pounds. 

Headquarters said attempts 
would be made soon in the 1000 
and 5000 kilogram classes to com- 
plete the marathon project, aimed 
at improving the peace-time éeffi- 
ciericy of B-29s and obtaining for 
the United States.a number of 
records previously held by other 
countries.

DOG ATE ‘MUSK OX’ 


PARTY’S 30,000 
VITAMIN TABLETS 


PHILADELPHIA, May 15 (AP) 
—It’s a good thing that the men 
of Canada’s recently-completed 
arctic “musk ox operation” had 
no need for vitamin tablets—be- 
cause a dog gobbled up their en- 
tire supply of 30,000 tablets. 

This was related today by Dr. 
F, H. L. Taylor of Boston, mem- 
ber of a Harvard fatigue labora- 
tory party which assisted Cana- 
dian army scientists in making 
physical fitness tests of the arc- 
tic adventures before and after 
their 84-day, 3200-mile trek over 
the cold country. 

He said the men came through 
physically okay and that some of 
them had physical fitness scores 
“equivalent to those of Harvard 
athletes.” 

Just returned from Canada, and 
here to address the American Col- 
lege of Physicians’ meeting on an- 
other subject, Dr. Taylor told a 
reporter that the vitamin tablets 
had been provided the musk ox 
party for use “in an emergency.” 
Regular food was dropped to the 
expedition from airplanes. 

“We learned later,” he_ said, 
“that when the party was at 
Baker Lake, about eight days out 
of Churchill, Manitoba, the start- 
ing point, a husky dog owned by 
an Eskimo in the vicinity raided 
the vitamin tablet supply and ate 
it at one sitting!” 

Declaring that at last reports, 
the dog was doing all right, Taylor 
grinned and said: “He’s probably 
the strongest husky dog in the 
whole northland.” 


MAPS LITHOGRAPHED ON SILK, 
CAN BE HIDDEN IN BUTTON 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 15 
(AP)—Maps lithographed on silk 
so fine that a complete map could 
be secreted in a button on a sol- 
dier’s uniform were described yes- 
terday by Henry C. Latimer of

A Land Sadly Divided 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I believe I can consider myself as 
fairly representative of. the average 
American recently returned to civilian 
life from the Army. May I, as one of 
the very privileged beings on this planet, 
that is, as an American, offer the fol- 


lowing reflections on the serious and - 


divided state of this country, culminat- 
ing in this recent impasse, the coal 
strike? 

While under our system we guar- 
antee the right to strike, for fair de- 
mands, such as improvement of one’s 
safety or fair increase of wages, does 
the authority of the President of the 
United States or the will of one man 
who defies the public good and public 
safety count for more? 

When does liberalism become an- 
archy? We have had about 16 years 
ef very progressive government, during 
which time labor has benefited im- 
mensely and the “rights of man” have 
seen their greatest rise in our country. 
Dees the right of one labor union boss 
to call a strike justify closing down the 
nation’s business and commerce and im- 
periling the public good? 

When will reconversion (that misty 
mirage) come? In view of the present 
strike calendar and future strike fore- 
casts, does any one of us, the “dear 
peepul,” have any promise of that new 
car or refrigerator in, say, six months, 
- or, heaven forbid, six years? 

Don’t labor, the leaders of labor, and 
the rank and file of the labor unions, 
realize that, if the present trend of 
strikes continues, they will alienate the 
good will (what is left, that is) of the 
30,000,000 or 40,000,000 independent vot- 
ers, who still are a very large force to 
be reckoned with in the next national 
election? In Germany, much the same 
sort of labor unrest and general civilian 
anarchy preceded the rise of Hitler and 
National Socialism. Do we want indus- 
trial Fascism in America to guarantee 
stability? 2 

Will the recent unrest due to these 
large, catastrophic strikes (and more to 
come) give hope to the small nations 
of the world, and to England and Rus- 
sia, that we are really serious in our 
international commitments? And an- 
other factor to be considered is our in- 
dustrial relationship to other nations, 
Will they laugh at the juvenile Ameri- 
cans for wasting their substance in riot- 
ous strikes? In 10 or 12 years, our pro- 
duction of steel may be lower than 
Russia’s if we continue at the present 
Tate. 

Why can’t we, as the God-given pos- 
gessors of the finest civilization in the 
world’s history, get together and solve 
our primary problem at home? 

Let us work and produce for a greater 
America. Let us show the Communists 
and Fascists that we can settle our 
problems. If we can produce at home, 
the international problem will be far 
simpler. But we must produce, if only 
to avoid inflation and the danger of col- 
lapse in our own nation.

A Move to Streamline the Oxcart 


The oxcart Congress got an expected but 
long-delayed jolt with the introduction in the 
Senate Monday of the LaFollette-Monroney bill 
to effect the first major reforms in the legisla- 
tive branch of government since 1893, with the 
exception of the revolution against Cannonism 
of some 36 years ago. With luck, strategy and 
crossed fingers, there is some hope that Novem- 
ber-conscious Senators and Representatives can 
be lured from electioneering long enough to act 
on the measure this session. 

The best gauge of its sweeping importance to 
the preservation of democratic government as 
we know it is the floundering of Congress itself 
during the past year. There has been no deci- 
sion on atomic-control legislation. The minimum 
wage bill is still stuck in committee. The full- 
employment bill, the British loan, increased un- 
employment compensation, extension of the 
draft, emergency housing—one measure after 
another, geared to national policy, has been de- 
layed, stalled or completely lost in the cumber- 
some old machinery on Capitol Hill. 


A Fundamental Approach 


The excellence of the measure lies in its ap- 
proach to three problems fundamental to re- 
form: inefficiency in performing congressional 
duties; Congress’s need for closer contact with 
party and administration policy and with the 
people; underpaid overwork, made still more 
burdensome by a deficiency in staffs, and in the 
help and advice available to legislators. 

Consolidation of committees in both houses, 
a keystone of the measure, will solve many 
tangles of conflicting jurisdiction and leave more 
time for devotion to committee duties. This 
should make possible continuous legislative su- 
pervision, by Congress, of the laws it has passed 
and the powers it has delegated. 

An increase in salaries to $15,000, and exten- 
sion of civil service pensions to Senators and 
Representatives, is accompanied by plans for 
far more extensive staffing of committees, for 
$8000-a-year administrative assistants, for a bet- 
ter legislative counsel office to help in writing 
laws and a better legislative reference service 
to furnish the background from which the laws 
are written. All these are directed at attract- 
ing high-caliber people to public service and 
giving them a better chance to do their work 
efficiently and well. 


The Stuff of Better Government 


The regulation of lobbies proposed by the bill 
would register both the agents of and the con- 
tributors to the pressure groups whose minions 
now swarm over Capitol Hill, and who are past- 
master professionals at the art of coming be- 
tween Congress and the people. To bring our 
lawmakers, at the same time, closer to fulfill- 
ment of their campaign pledges and party com- 
mitments, the bill sets up majority and minority 
policy committees, and a joint legislative-execu- 
tive council to bridge the gulf between the White 
House and the Capitol. 

All these and many other provisions of the 
bill, which is unwaveringly faithful to the re- 
port of the special LaFollette-Monroney com- 
mittee, are the stuff of better government. It 
even rules out the vicious practice of attaching 
extraneous measures to appropriations bills as 
riders. 

It is understandable that the measure must 
bow at some points to political expediency, side- 
stepping such issues as seniority and the auto- 
cratic power of the House Rules Committee, if 
it is to pass. 


There are, however, two aspects to the LaFol- 
lette-Monroney bill that are open to questions. 
Both, let it be emphasized, have an aura of ideal- 
ism that is wholly admirable. But on the level 
of reality, it is at best unwise to assume that 
Congress will so reform itself as to become a 
paragon overnight. 


It would take a paragon Congress—at least 
one completely free of the committee shackles of 
seniority that keep Southern Bourbons and Old 
Guard Republicans in power—to operate smooth- 
ly and democratically, in the public interest, 
without special committees. The LaFollette- 
Monroney ban on all special committees would, 
it is true, militate against such reactionary fish- 
ing expeditions as those that were begun by the 
Dies committee and finally were made a per- 
manent fixture in the form of the Wood-Rankin 
committee. But it would also shut off one avenue 
of expression and investigation open to younger 
and more progressive members of both houses, 
It was used by them to set up the LaFollette 
Civil Liberties Committee, Hugo Black’s valu- 
able lobby investigation, the Truman committee 
and the TNEC, to name only a few distinguished 
special committees. | 


Another Questionable Point 


Certainly it would take a Congress far differ- 
ent from the one we have now to operate demo- 
cratically, in harmony with the policy of the Ad- 
ministration and the national welfare, under two 
other items of the LaFollette-Monroney bill. 
These are found in Sections 130 and 208. Briefly, 
they connect the purse-string powers of Congress 
with an annual project of budget-balancing. If, 
when a fiscal year is half over, the Congress 
finds that public expenditures are exceeding re- 
ceipts, then it must go on record as favoring an 
increase in the national debt, or the President 
must proclaim percentage-wise cuts down the 
line on all operating expenditures. 


Both Mr. Dewey and Mr. Roosevelt indorsed, 


in the last presidential election, the practice of 


throwing public works into the breach if it be- 
came necessary to forestall another perilous de- 
pression. The budget-balancing provisions, no 
problem in a business cycle up-swing, could put 
a recalcitrant or hostile Congress in such a 
strong position to frustrate national policy that 
depression could be upon us unless the Presi- 
dent declared a national emergency. 


In short, the idea is fine. But Congress hasn’t 
changed enough, at least in unpredictability, 
from the days when Van Buren presided in the 
Senate with a gun on each hip, or the period 
when murderous reconstruction was imposed on 
the South, to risk confusion of its power over 
the purse with power over the policy of the 
nation. Our legislative branch is too hobbled 
by archaic rules and traditions, by phenomena 
like the filibuster, by procedures the LaFollette- 
Monroney committee wasn’t authorized to touch, 
to let high and pure theory blind us to the way 
it really works. 


Popular Pressure Needed 


With the exception of these two provisions, 
the brave attempt to cut the Gordian knot of 
legislative inefficiency, to break up the jams 
that have slowed reconversion, deserves the full- 
est support of every individual who cares 
whether democracy survives. Its chances of con- 
gressional action before it gets lost in the new 
Congress next January are only fair. Pressure 
now from the people who elect the Congress 
will improve them. 


Spud Arsenault’s Good Fortune 

Spud Arsenault, the Canadian prospector who 
has suddenly come into possession of $100,000 
and a stack of gold-mine. stock, is probably en- 
titled to the grand celebration in New York 
which he is planning. After all, when a man 
has grubbed in the rocky soil for 25 years and 
then hits a bonanza, he deserves a bit of a fling. 
And the precedents set by such spectacular fig- 
ures as Coal Oil Johnny and Death Valley Scotty 
are not forgotten. 

But these two champion spenders did their 


_ splurging in a less trying day, a day when 


newspaper accounts of their doings were not 
flanked by an interview with a high Federal 
official who said, ‘We face five years of famine; 
these are the dry and barren statistics of 
catastrophe.” Perhaps those words of Under 
Secretary Acheson, printed alongside the news 
about Spud Arsenault, will cause that fortunate 
man to give a thought to the unfortunate. 


= 
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Unreasonable Demand by Lewis 

Hopes of settling the coal dispute rose when 
the mine operators yielded on one troublesome 
issue and agreed to pay some $3,000,000 in 
back holiday wages demanded by John L. 
Lewis for his men. But the hopes of settle- 
ment nosedived again when Lewis disclosed 
that his demands for a miners’ welfare fund 
included a 7 per cent levy on the gross pay- 
roll, or around $70,000,000 a year, to be ad- 
ministered by the union alone. 


With the principle of a miners’ welfare fund, 


there can be no reasonable quarrel, Numerous 
other unions have them, notably those in the 
clothing industries. Senator Byrd’s demand for 
a law forbidding payments by companies to 
unions for this purpose is wholly unrealistic. 
If such a plan is acceptable to both sides in 
reaching agreement on working conditions, there 
is no reason for the Government to forbid it. 
And the particularly arduous, dangerous charac- 
ter of mine work justifies the creation of a wel- 
fare fund. 

However, Lewis’s plan is objectionable be- 
cause of his insistence on administration by the 
union alone, which means by John L. Lewis. 
Past experience has shown that Lewis uses 
union funds in ways that are potentially dan- 
gerous to the union and to the public interest. 
Part of the record is recalled today in the col- 
umn by Marquis Childs—the loan to an Illinois 
mine operator to freeze out a rival union, and 
the financing of a mining company in Colo- 
rado, In addition, there was the heavy Lewis 
contribution to the Democratic campaign fund 
in 1936. 

With a fund of $70,000,000 at his disposal, 
as Mr. Childs remarks, “Lewis .., would have 
a running start toward being boss of the entire 
labor movement.” The obvious check on such 


an ambition is joint control of the welfare fund 
by employer and union, or a three-party board 
with the Government or the public represented. 

Lewis objects to shari:g control with any- 
one, and so the mine deadlock continues in 
the period of truce. Meanwhile, instead of at- 
tempting to outlaw the whole welfare fund idea, 
Congress should be considering a measure for 
the proper control of such agencies, Their ex- 
tension is to be welcomed, but not on the 
Lewis principle of unilateral control,

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Loan for the Philippines 

Congress has been brought up short with the 
insufficiency of its aid to the Philippines, Pres- 
ident-elect Roxas told Congressmen yesterday 
that his Government will need a $400,000,000 
loan for five years. The alternative to that loan 
is to leave the new Republic foundering for want 
of funds. 

Congress already has passed two Philippine 
aid bills, but cannot afford to be smug about it. 
One measure provides $525,000,000 to help re- 
pair the terrible damage of war in the Islands. 
The other allows 28 years of preferential trade 
with America, imposing gradually increased tar- 
iffs. 

Each law has a specific weakness. The trade 
bill is an immediate necessity, but its end re- 
sult may be to continue the unhealthy depend- 
ence of the Island economy upon the United 
States. The reconstruction measure won't pay 
for a complete restoration job, because the Phil- 
ippines suffered more than a billion-dollar loss 
in the war. And its application is likely to be 
slow, as the War Damage Commission attempts 
to assess specific payments for individuals, firms 
and public property. 

Moreover, neither bill will give much imme- 
diate relief to the Government of the Philippine 
Republic, which will be born on July 4. This 
Government will be pressed to find revenue in 
taxation, for war left so little to tax. Mean- 
time, the cost of everything in the Islands, in- 


cluding government, has been inflated tremen-: 


dously. Mr. Roxas estimates that the cost of 
living has risen a dozen times or more. 

That is why the President-elect of the new 
Republic is appealing for a loan, The credit 
would be for the express purpose of paying for 
salaries, schools and other public services. The 
Philippine Government needs that financial help 
if it is to accept the responsibilities of a demo- 
cratic government. If Congress is hesitant about 
the matter, it might recall that America prom- 
ised Filipinos, not freedom alone, but democracy 
and prosperity as well.

The American public seems to be pretty 
well sold on the idea of having a reason- 
ably large standing army, because every 

~war so far has caught us with our woollies 

at half mast, The consensus of the ex- 
perts is that half our wars could have 
been avoided, and the other half would 
have been won much faster if we had been 
prepared. 

Teddy Roosevelt’s remark about speak- 
ing softly and carrying a big stick seems 
to be taking hold, even though it took a 
couple of wars before it became popular 
slang. For the first time in a long time, 
nearly everybody on every political wagon 
agrees on something—that we should main- 
tain an army large enough to back up the 
things we say. 

I read William Randolph Hearst’s pa- 
pers, Col. McCormick’s Chicago Tribune 
and Capt. Patterson’s New York Daily 
News religiously, because whenever I’m 
in doubt about which side to take on gn 
important subject, I always take the side 
they are against, and 90 per cent of the 
time I find I have taken the right side. 


“Stupid Idea” of Isolation 


So when the subject of maintaining a 
regular peacetime army came up, I was 
all for it, and it dismayed me to find that 
the Hearst-Patterson-McCormick Axis was 
all for a regular peacetime army, too. 


But now I feel better. I have been 
watching their alleged newspapers, and I 
know the reason they want us well armed. 
It is entirely different from my reason. 


They cling to the incredibly stupid idea 
that we can isolate ourselves from the 
world if we keep a large army to protect 
our isolation, I want us well armed be- 
cause I fee] that, while we are on the right 
road toward international co-operation, the 
road is pretty rocky ahead, 


The powerfully nationalistic and intensely 
selfish elements in all the United Nations 
—the rock-ribbed, thick-skulled me-firsters 
with the sixteenth century intellects—are 
interested not in how many of my grand- 
children might get killed in future wars, 
but in how closely they can protect the 
loot from past wars. 

Many people in Russia, America and 
England, as well as the smaller nations, 
are not primarily interested in the welfare 
of all people—but secondarily. First they 
want to take care of Number One, and 
so far everybody with that attitude has 
been too busy fighting to get around to 
worrying about secondary things. 


When the Army Can Retire 


As long as these groups exist, I certainly 
want us to be armed. Because if we say 
we are going to try to work out a system 
of international co-operation, and show 
that we are prepared to back up what we 
gay, other people are going to listen. 

If we are not armed, we might as well 
keep our mouths shut, because this world 
has not yet reached the happy state where 
you can command respect for your words 
unless you can take care of yourself with 
your fists. 

So I think of the army today as a police 
force in an unsteady community. When 
each man in the community has learned 
that his neighbor is not a _ suspicious 
atranger to be regarded with hate and dis- 
trust because he speaks a different lan- 


guage, goes to a different church or has 
different pigments in his skin, and that it 
is possible to live together and work to- 
gether, each learning something from the 
other—when they learn that, then the po- 
lice force can retire on a pension. 


These are my sentiments, and I feel I 
am entitled to air them. I came out of the 
war with a whole skin and the opportunity 
to say things in drawings and in writing. 
But I have many friends who didn’t come 
out with whole skins, and many more who 
don’t have an opportunity to make much 
noise. As long as I have the opportunity, I 
shall continue to make all the noise I can, 
because I think our descendants should get 
a better break than our ancestors gave us. 


Whatever your sentiments are, whether 
you agree with me or not—make all the 
noise you can. Do it while you're this age, 
because you have nothing to lose by being 
honest. And don’t let anybody tell you 
that kids should be seen and not heard. 


You’re the guys who will have to wear 
the combat boots and wallow in the mud, 
and you're the gals who will have to worry 
about scrounging for scraps of food for 
your kids while a fat Colonel from an occu- 
pation army is living in your house—if you 
don’t make yourselves heard. 


The atomic bomb is serious. We thought 
this last war was rough, but the new 
gadget will make Anzio and Normandy 
and Bataan look like a magic lantern view 
of Lake Placid—and you're the guys who'll 
get it in the neck. 


The Menace of Atomic War 


Or you're the guys who will live to see 
a world in which Republicans and Demo- 
crats and conservatives and radicals will 
be able to fight and wrangle and stuff bal- 
lot boxes, and kids in India will play with 
electric trains made in Switzerland, and 
scientists from South Africa will compete 
with scientists from Scandinavia to see 
who can get an ocean liner around the 
world on the smallest spoonful of fuel, a 
world in which people meet between two 
extremes and find that it is possible to 
enjoy free enterprise and see that nobody 
starves at the same time. 


Gen, Eisenhower has said that conscrip- 


tion is necessary before we can have an 
army. I know enough about Eisenhower, 
and have been in his army long enough 
to know that he’s an honest man, with no 
motives besides doing his job well. If 
Eisenhower says conscription is necessary, 
then I believe him. 


But once we've got the army, we should 
see that it’s used the right way—as an in- 


strument toward peace and not toward, 


selfishness and war.

Corporations Are Praised 


As Our Appointed Leaders 


“Concept of the Corporation,’ by Peter F. Drucker. 

(John Day Co., New York.) 

The talented Mr. Drucker is generally 
quatable, sometimes illuminating and al- 
most persuasive. So it is with his thesis 
that the giant business corporation is the 


_ appointed dominant institution of our time. 


That applies especially, he believes, to such 
super-corporations as General Motors, which 
Mr. Drucker has recently served as a con- 
sultant. 

Mass production, he holds, is not so much 
invention as organization; management is 
the precious ingredient. Unlike James 
Burnham of “The Managerial] Revolution,” 
however, he keeps a reasonably critical 
spirit toward management; he finds some 
gaps along with the triumphs. 

Matchless efficiency, in Mr. Drucker’s 
view, is the cardinal triumph. In peace, 
it offers prices below the reach of smaller- 
scale production. In war, it is able with 
great dispatch to expand output, even of 
strange products, at astonishing rates, 

* * « 


One weakness—Mr. Drucker treats them 
honestly—is the tendency of the corpora- 
tion to die for want of new leadership 
at the top. Another is the tendency of mass 
production to depress rank-and-file labor 
from an estate of some aatisfaction to a 
hatéful thralMom to the machinery of mere 
existence. 

General Motors, Mr. Drucker explains, 
hopes to conquer the leadership problem 
by such measures as decentralizing author 
ity as far as it possibly can without slip- 
ping into anarchy. The best hope he has 
for the rank and file is that, as was dis- 
covered during the war, it is not necessary 
to tie so many workers to the unnatural 
rhythm of the assembly line. This part of 
the book is exciting and greatly encour- 
aging. 

But a broad question still remains. While 
few corporations are formal “monopolies,” 
several of them are so large that their 
decisions on prices and production and 
other matters sway the whole social and 
economic balance of the country. As cor- 
porations grow larger, depressions grow 
longer and deeper; it becomes harder to 
protect the purity of business and- gov- 
ernment against the sweet “reasonableness” 
of great wealth and power: the “initiative” 
of which the propagantists speak, precious 
thing that it really is, is denied to more 
and more men. 

* * * 

In consequence, we require a growing 
array of stabilizing expedients, social com- 
pensations, economic contrdls. Otherwise, 
as happened in Italy and in Mr. Drucker’s 
own Germany, the outcome becomes intol- 
erable and the dictator moves in with 
promises of relief. 

When the irritations and actual expense 
of such avoiding measures are counted in 
the balance, can a great deal not also be 
said for the comparative net efficiency of 
the small corporation, the old-time partner- 
ship, the consumer co-operative, the “in- 
efficient” individual enterpriser who is 
nevertheless not a Gargantuan problem 
child?

ALTER LIPPMANN, having returned from Europe, has been 
writing reports which have attracted wide attention and created 


considerable alarm, for Mr.

Lippmann is a cautious reporter 
Mr. Lippmann reports 


that Europeans expect another war, and there are signs that already 
a struggle for Germany has begun between the Soviet Union and 
Great Britain, which share the occupation of Prussia. History, he 
warns, may thus repeat itself, and Germany’s enemies rebuild and 


rearm her, 


I have no doubt that this is an 
accurate diagnosis. Its probabil- 
ity has been a nightmare troubling 
this columnist since 1943, when 
the plans for a defeated Germany, 
culminating finally in Potsdam, 
began to be aired, 

This commentator wrote against 
these plans, while they were tak- 
' ing shape, if indeed they were 
taking shape, for in those days 
, our only information was in the 
form of “leaks.” The criticisms 
which others as well as myself 
directed against them were, how- 
ever, widely unpopular. We were 
attacked as wanting a “soft” 
peace. Yet precisely what Mr. 
Lippmann reports as happening 
was predicted in detail by this col- 
umn in a series of articles written 
two years ago. 


Logic of Developments. 


I am recapitulating this with 

the emphasis that nothing is to 
be gained at this point by looking 
for scapegoats. The developments 
grow out of the nature of the 
arrangements made by the Allies 
for the control of Germany, and, 
in the Dumbarton Oaks plan, for 
the control of the world. The 
developments were predictable be- 
cause they are logical. 
_ Our over-all world peace rests 
on a condominium of the three 
great powers, none of which ac- 
cepts any restrictions on itself. 
It was anticipated that clashes 
between them would be avoided 
by the creation of spheres or or- 
bits. For this conception Mr. 
Lippmann himself has been the 
most brilliant apologist. 


Removing a Check. 


Yet the great power condomin- 
fum and the “orbit” concept have 
been leading inexorably to the 
gravitation of the smaller or de- 
feated states, voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily, into the sphere of one 
or the other of the great powers, 
thus removing the elements of 
elasticity which have always fur- 
nished a check upon great-power 

on and tyranny. Whereas, 
at the beginning of this war there 
were 11 small and medium-sized 
states in Eastern Europe which, 
had they empowered themselves 
through even loose federations, 


could have acted as a check on 


power to its own, today there is 
just one controlling power e 
of Germany. 


In fact this concept led, through 
Poland, to the first partition of 
Europe. And in Germany itself, 
the country which occupies the 
central European position, the 
United States, Great Britain and 
the U.S.S.R. all meet. 


Meeting in a Vacuum. 


They meet, by reason of Ger- 
many’s unconditional surrender— 
the surrender not only of her 
armies but of her state—in a com- 
plete vacuum. There is no Ger- 
man government. Nor have the 
Allies jointly taken over Germany 
for the purpose of mutually dis- 
arming and neutralizing her as a 
possible bone of contention be- 
tween themselves. 

Nor did they agree in advance 
on a common political, social or 
economic program for either Ger- 
many or Europe. They have di- 
vided Germany among themselves, 
undertaken her de-Nazification 
and re-education—without com- 
mon definitions or programs — 
and the result could be, and was, 
foreseen by this column. 


Bid for Germany. 


Great Britain and Russia, by 
reason of their geographical po- 
sitions and national securities 
in a world of untrammeled power 
politics, cannot be uninterested 
in any part of Europe. They must, 
under present conditions, try to 
win all or part of Germany for 
their own spheres. Thus the 
united struggle against Germany 
is rapidly developing into a com- 
petition for Germany. 

This was bound to happen the 
day the Allies abandoned the At- 
lantic Charter, and sold them- 
selves and their peoples the con- 
cept of unrestricted great-power 
world mastery. 


A free Europe, free in all its 
parts, of domination by any ex- 
ternal power, be it British, Rus- 
sian or American, is not only a 
necessity of democratic principle, 
but of peace. This, which has 
been called “idealism,” is already 
being demonstrated as a fact of 
reality. The irrationality of po- 
litical programs does not destroy 


any superstate absorbing their

The Progres- 
sives won a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board election in two mines 
near Springfield, Ill. Shortly aft- 
erward, these mines were closed 
down, When they reopened many 
weeks later, a second election 
showed the UMW with a majority. 
The Post-Dispatch revealed that 
the man who leased those mines 
had received a “loan” of $225,000 
from Lewis. At the same time, it 
was disclosed that 12 members of 
the Progressive Miners Union 
were kept on a secret UMW pay- 
roll during the controversy.

preme Court for a new Chief Jus- 


tice. 2 

Although the President was 
represented as still undecided on 
the man for the place, legislators 
talking to him recently said they 
got the impression he hopes to 
find a man with no ties to any 
of the present factions reputedly 
existing in the court. 

White House consideration re- 
portedly is being given to the 
name of Phil S. Gibson, the com- 
paratively youthful chief justice 
of the California state supreme 
court. Gibson is a Democrat. 

While some Californians -said 
they would be surprised if the ap- 
pointment goes to their state, 
there seemed little doubt that Gib- 
son’s name is among those that 
Truman is going over. 

With such an appointment, the 
Supreme Court would have eight 
Democrats and one Republican, a 
politically unbalanced lineup 
which the President has been 
represented as desiring to avoid. 

But any action of the President 
to fill the top court position with 
a Republican might arouse some 
antagonism among members of 
his party, despite the fact that 
President Roosevelt followed that 
course in naming the late Chief 
Justice Stone. 

Legislators who have 
watching developments’ closely 
credited former Chief Justice 
Hughes and former Justice Owen 
J. Roberts with giving the Presi- 
dent information which was said 
to have influenced him against 
elevating a member of the pres- 
ent court.

Gibson Was Born in Missouri, At- 
tended State University. 

Gibson, 53 years old, served as 
prosecuting attorney for Worth 
county, Missouri, in 1916. He was 
born in Grant City and attended 
the University of Missouri, where 
he supported himself by working 
as secretary to the athletic de- 
partment. He served as a lieu- 
tenant in the Army in the first 
World War. 

He left Missouri to practice law 
in California in 1919 following his 
return from. service. He was ap- 
pointed finance officer for Cali- 
fornia in 1938 and elected chief 
justice of the California Supreme 
Court two years later, Gibson was 
the youngest man to hold the 
office in the state’s history.

X-RAY PICTURES 
OF BABIES SAID TO 
SHOW ADULT HEIGHT 


Tables Used at California U. 
Devised to Aid in Bone 
Operations. 


BERKELEY, Calif, May 15 
(AP)—A table which assertedly 
predicts with “amazing accuracy” 
the adult height of growing chil- 
dren has been developed by Dr. 
Nancy Bayley, research associate 
in the University of California's 


child welfare institute. 

The forecasting method utilizes 
X-ray pictures of the joints in 
combination with sets of figures 
based on the examination of many 
growing children, It was devised 
not so much to predict the height 
of normal individuals as to aid 
surgeons in bone operations to 
equalize leg lengths, and to guide 
physicians in treating glands 
which may influence height. 

X-ray pictures of: joints reveal 
the degree of development of the 
bones in general—the skeletal age 
of the subject. The height of the 
child at the time the picture is 
made, and his actual age also are 
taken into consideration. From 
these factors the table yields the 
probable height of the individual 
when he reaches adulthood. 

Dr. Bayley’s report on the table 
was published in the Journal of 
Pediatrics.

SCHOOL OFFICERS GET 
EMPLOYE MERIT PLAN 


Opposition Voiced at Commit- 
tee Session of Possibility | 
of Outstate Control 


Tentative plans for the pro 
posed establishment of a merit 
system for the 1400 non-teaching 
employes of the St. Louis Public 


Schools’ were referred by the Plan- 
ning Committee of the Board of 
Education to the board’s executive 
officers last night for study and 
suggestions for improvement. 

J. Harry Pohlman, a_ board 
member, opposed present plans 
because they call for the appoint- 
ment by the Governor or the State 
Board of Education, or both, of a 
three-member commission to op- 
erate the system, In delegating 
the authority of appointment to 
any one nota resident of St. Louis, 
the outstate influence would de- 
prive local taxpayers of a voice in 
the school system, he contended. 

“The taxpayers prefer that we 
make the decisions, not the farm- 
ers down.in Joplin or in Callaway 
county,” he asserted, He sug- 
gested that the commission be ap- 
pointed by a committee of educa- 
tors from St. Louis universities, 
by prominent citizens, newspapers, 
or the Circuit Court. 

He said he also thought a merit 
system should include teachers 
and other members of the In- 
struetion Department instead of 
only office, maintenance and oth- 
er classified employes of the 
board, 

The author of the plan, Dr. Ru- 
dolph Hofmeister, said teachers 
need not be included in the plan 
because their employment. is ade- 
quately covered by educational 
and experience requirements. 

“And there is nothing in the 
plan which indicates that farm- 
ers will operate the system,” he 
added, 

The plan calls for enactment of 
a bill by the Legislature for ap- 
pointment of a commission that 
would establish standards of 
working conditions and provide 
for the selection and retention of 
employes on the basis of ability 
and fitness, 

The board adopted a resolution 
forbidding the use of Public

“Lesnevich had the class and

The Jersey mauler’s right, 
which #elled Mills six times in 10 
rounds, earned their acclaim as 
the “ideal example of the perfect 
punch.” 

A sprinkling of writers and fans 
protested Referee Eugene Hender- 
son’s decision to stop the fight, 
four seconds short of the bell in 
the tenth frame of the scheduled 
15-round battle 

The crowd had cheered Mills on

What will the wizards of pro- 
fessional golf have to contend with 
if, as’ some predict, they are to 
take the Sunset course apart in 
the Western Open tournament 
starting a week from Friday? 

Home pro Dave Sutherland and 
the old lefthander, Ben Richter, 
obliged during a friendly round 
with a few descriptive remarks on 
the course that now stands ready 
for the major league play coming 


p. 
Here’s what they observed: 


Hole No, 1—425 yards, par 4. A 
wide fairway, out of bounds on 
the right next Geyer road and a 
strip of rough on the left dividing 
the first and ninth fairways. After 
a drive, a three or four iron should 
get on the green which is trapped 
on both sides and out of bounds 
on the far end. 


Hole No. 2—130 yards, par 3. 
An easy one for an eight or nine 
iron across a small lake and there 
should be a lot of pars on this one. 

Hole No, 3—315 yards, par 4. 
There's a hidden bunker here 
that'll catch the unwary, Richter 
said. It’s to the left near the front 
edge of the green and hard to see. 
An 8 or 9 iron is indicated after 
the tee shot. 

Hole No. 4—235 yards, par 3. A 
“great hole.” The fairway slopes 
to the right and downhill, and a 
long tee shot is needed for a good 
lie. One of the most difficult holes 
on the course. The fourth green 
is handy for spectators, being near 
the giant flagpole close to the 
clubhouse. Club required off the 
tee—a driver to a two iron, de- 
pending on the wind.

Hole No. 8—485 yards, par five. 
You'll see birdies and eagles here. 
The tee is at the flagpole near 
the clubhouse. A drive and three 
or four wood should get most play- 
ers home. Trees on the left may 
catch some drives, 


Hole No. 9—405 yards, par four. 
This one seems to play longer 
than the yardage shows, Suther- 
land said. A drive and four or 
five iron required. In the rough 
at the left is a bunker that may 
catch some tee shots. 


Hole No. 10—500 yards, par five. 

A picturesque setting with the 
Ozark foothills in view from the 
high teeing ground. There's a lot 
of trouble on this hole, which dog- 
legs to the left with woods guard- 
ing the angle of the downhill fair- 
way. A drive, a two to four wood 
and an eight or nine iron if the 
wind is blowing against the golf- 
er are required, Rough and the 
eleventh fairway are high above 
to the right. 

Hole No. 11—815 yards, par four, 

A rock roadway on the right is a 
hazard and an accurate tee shot 
is called for. A nine-iron second 
shot must escape a trap at the 
left of the green and the roadway 
on the right, 
- Hole No. 12—270 yards, par four. 
The easiest par four on the course, 
this hole may be driven. There's 
bad country on the left but the 
right is free of trouble. 

Hole No. 138 — 130 yards, par 
three. A real test for an eight or 
nine iron, this green lies deep in a 
wooded dell, surrounded by water 
hazards. The tee is high above 
the green, It’s out of bounds to 
the right and beyond the green, 

Hole No, 14—450 yards, par four.

Parker, Talbert, Mulloy and Schroeder Named on Davis Cup Team 


Quartet to 
Show Here 
NextMonth 


NEW YORK, May 15 (AP)—A 
Davis Cup team composed of 
Frank Parker, Ted Schroeder, 
Billy Talbert and Gardnar Mulloy 
will carry the hopes of the United 
States into the drive to recapture 
the international tennis trophy 
which was lost to Australia for 
the duration back in 1939. 

Headed by non-playing Captain 
Walter L. Pate, this quartet was 
selected to meet a squad from the 
Philippine Islands on the Triple-A 
Club courts at St. Louis, June 14 
16, in the first round of play in 
the North American zone. 

A notable absentee in this first- 
round lineup is Jack Kramer, 
member of the 1939 squad, who 
plays in the all-England cham- 
pionships at Wimbledon, June 26- 
July 7, and won't be around for 
Davis Cup competition until after 
the opening match. 

One Experienced Player. 

His departure leaves Parker as 
the only player with Davis Cup 
experience for the Philippine tie. 
The California ex-sergeant, No. 1 
in the present national rankings 
and holder of the national singles 
crown, was a member of the team 
which wrested the trophy from 
‘Great Britain in 1937 and the one 
which lost to Australia in 1939. 

Parker, defeated by Kramer in 
straight sets in the Southern Cali- 
fornia tournament last week-end, 
and Schroeder, former national 
champion in both singles and 
doubles, probably will handle the 
singles assignments at St. Louis. 
with Talbert and Mulloy teaming 
in doubles, although Pate is still 
undecided about that. 

Pate said he would meet the 
quartet in St. Louis five days be- 
fore the start of the match. 

While the United States and 
Philippines clash at St. Louis, 
Canada and Mexico will be meet- 
ing at Montreal in the other first- 
round match of North American 
play and the winners will face 
each other early in July for the 
right to play New Zealand, lone 
entrant from the Pacific zone. 


May Play in Canada. 

Pate said that if the United 
States and Canada win their open- 
ing matches, the second round 
would be played in Montreal “be- 
cause the Canadians want us to 
come up there.”

And 
there is an advantage in home- 
made ice cream having such a

later. Gelatin also increases the 
viscosity, or thick consistency of 
a mixture and this permits more 
air to be whipped into it. As a 
result, the air on the outside layer 
of frozen food acts as instlation 
to the inside and that is why the 
dessert holds up so well.

Gradually add the hot mixture to 
beaten egg stirring well. Cool 
thoroughly, add vanilla and fold 
in the stiffly whipped cream. Put 
mixture in a freezing tray of an 
automatic refrigerator and let 
freeze until almost solid; then turn 
into a chilled mixing bowl, break 
up the mass quickly with a strong 
spoon, then . beat hard until 
smooth. Return immediately to 
the cold tray to finish freezing. 
Serve in sherbets with a puff of 
whipped cream.

Clean broccoli (one und) by 
removing leaves from sides of 


stalk and peeling stalk thinly if 
necessary. Soak head-down in 
salted water to remove any in- 
sects.

Sepa- 
rate into serving pieces .but do 
not cut up. Place one teaspoon 
salt and water to cover in bottom 
of pan—one-half inch deep. Use 
kettle deep enough to allow broc- 
coli to stand upright on stem end 
and cover without mashing the 
delicate buds.

Adding milk ‘instead of water 
to canned soups is a good way to 
add variety to the box lunch and 
still provide part of the day’s 
milk requirement. 


For .example, let’s cite a few 
concrete cases using the sulfa 
group of drugs, penicillin and 
streptomycin, as _ illustrations, 
Streptomycin can hardly be dis- 
cussed intelligently as it has not 
been released to the profession for 
general use.

For some time the sulfa drugs, 
according to the laymen’s way 
of thinking, were a panacea for all 
diseases, In the course of a year 
or more experience soon made the 
public realize their impression 
about the usefulness of the sulfa 
group of drugs was distorted and 
exaggerated. Not once did the 
high percentage of laymen think 
about the danger associated with 
its promiscuous use or the fallacy 
of its administration without lab- 
oratory data. This data includes 
the patient’s blood picture which 
suggests its use or disuse and 
the type of. organism you are 
dealing with. It is an established 
fact that it has better influence 
on some types of germs than 
others. 

Then again the understanding 
the laity has about. the control of 
infection is apparently based on 
generalities rather than actual 
facts. 

Penicillin comes infor this same 
abuse. The layman should realize 
that the medical profession is 
more capable of giving them the 
proper data about anything per- 
taining to the use and abuse of 
drugs, surgical procedures, etc., 
than non-medical] sources. 


The American Medical Associa- 
tion with its research laboratories 
supported by a competent person- 
nel of scientific investigators, 
passes on all advancements of- 
fered to the profession». This data 
is further re-enforced by indi- 
vidual investigation proportioned 
and designated to _ established 
teaching hospitals and clinics, 

It seems obvious then that the 
layman should seek advice and 
council from the medical profes- 
sion before becoming too inclined 
to try some new drug publicized 
by some writer not too well in- 
formed or sufficiently capable of 
expressing a medical or surgical 
opinion.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“Dainty”—It Used to Mean 
“Honor!” 

N 1430, it was written: “These 
| poetes were, by olde time, had 

in great deintye with kingees.” 

The significance of deintye 
(dainty) here was “esteem” or “re- 
gard.” This was its original mean- 
ing. That it should wind up mean- 
ing what it does for us is due to 
a curious peregrination which 
makes interesting study. 

“Dainty” is rooted in the Latin 
dignus worthy. Upon its introduc- 
tion into English, which was about 
the year 1200, its spelling bore a 
clear resemblance to its source, 
and it meant worthiness or high 
estimation. A person held in such 
favor was assumed to be choice, 
fastidious, particular in his tastes. 
So, by an understandable and com- 


mon process of language develop-- 


ment, the idea of the word 
“dainty” was transferred from the 
person to the things he liked to 
eat. This accounts for the sig- 
nificance of the word “dainty” as 
something which titillates the 
palate, a delicacy, luxury or 
rarity. 

At one time “dainty” was used 
as a term of endearment, very 
much as we today use “sweety!”

Bearing in mind that we, a nu- 
clear commission, were asked to 
make recommendations for the 
set-up of the full commission and 
for its work and plans, I think we 
hav ene a helpful piece of work. 
The real work, of course, remains 
to be done in the next series of 
meetings, when the actual writing 
of an international bill of rights 
will have to be undertaken; and 
when the full subcommission on 


the status of women, and one on- 


freedom of information, will be 
set up and will begin their work.

WE HAVE FELT that there could 
be no human rights without free- 
dom of information. Therefore, 
we have recommended only this 
one new subcommission, wanting 
to give it priority over everything 
else.

There is no Government control, 
and whatever information the 
Government itself furnishes, either 
at home or abroad, is jealously 
watched by those avenues of in- 
formation which are run as pri- 
vate enterprises. 

In many other countries, how- 
ever, the situation will be very 
different for a long time. Free- 
dom of information as we under- 
stand it may be almost unattain- 
able in many parts of the world 
for some time to come. 
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I AM SURE everyone read with 
great interest the report which 
Herbert Hoover made to the Pres- 
ident on his return from his 
world-wide trip. It is gratifying to 
know that the world grain deficit 
is less today than it was when he 
started out. Though his solutions 
for the problem seem to involve 
decisions on the part of Great 
Britain and Russia, which have 
not as yet been made, still it 
seems probable that any nation 
will do the maximum that they 
are able to do under the circuni- 
stances. 

It is obvious that rationing in 
this country would not provide the 
food needed for famine relief 
abroad, but if the amount set 
aside for shipment is very great, 
it is bound to reduce our home. 
supplies. It seems to me, there- 
fore, that it would be fairer to 
plan as soon as possible on ration- 
ing such things as must be cur- 
tailed. That would mean that all 
of us would get our fair share at 
home, and all of us would make a 


common sacrifice.

The origin of this question was 
in the fact that East had cov- 
ered the spade queen. A good 
player would not cover the spade 
queen if he held only low cards 
underneath the king—he would 
not expose his partner’s possible 
ten to a second-round finesse. In 
other words, a good player, hold- 
ing K-x or K-x-x would wait fo 
cover the jack in an attempt to 
establish the ten in partner’s 
hand. Thus, the only time a good 
player would cover is when he 
held the ten-spot as well as the 
king. 


Gauging his right-hand oppo- 
nent correctly, South returned a 
spade toward dummy and sternly 
resisted the temptation to finesse 
for the ten. He put up the jack, 
and when the ten fell, he was of 
course on safe ground, 


If South had “rated” East lower 
he probably would have finessed 
for the spade ten.
